MATHIAS VOTES 
AGAINST OMNIBUS ‘@ 
CIVIL RIGHTS ACT 
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‘of Tulare, 


WASHINGTON, D.C.- 
Congressman Bob Mathias 
(R, - 18th Dist.) voted 
Wednesday in opposition to 
the omnibus Civil Rights 
act, which passed the House 
of Representatives by a 
final vote of 249 to 171. 

Mathias, who voted in 
favor of the House version 
of the Bill last August, 
stated, “I felt ‘that it was 
a good bill before theS en- 
ate added ‘the various poor- 
ly constructed amendments 
dealing ‘with housing a 
lation, gun control and In- 
dian affairs. They took over 
a month to debate these v ,! 
amendments ‘in ‘the Senate, 
but when it came before 
us, we were allowed only 
one hour for-discussionand 
had no opportunity ‘to make 
changes at all, 1 don’t be- 
lieve anything as important 
as this should be rammed 
through the House in this 
manner.” 

The ‘housing provisions, 
the most controversial 
portion of ‘the bill, prohibit 
discrimination in ‘the sale 
or rental of about 80% of 
the nation’s ‘housing. The 
only properties excluded 
from the new bill are pri- 
vately owned and ‘financed 
single family dwellings, 
sold or rented ‘without ‘the 
services .of a ‘real estate 
agent, and privately:owned 
and financed ‘multiple unit 
dwellings ‘where the owner 4 ‘i 

resides. 

By contrast, California’s 
Rumford Act excludes all 
privately financed single 
family dwellings, ‘all du- 
plexes, and all:privately fi- 
nanced three and four unit 
dwellings. In 1964, Cali- 
fornia voters .overwhelm- 
ingly rejected the ‘Rumford 
Act in ‘a statewide refer- 
endum,

light’’ only after the mur- 
der, really were not looking 
at the light, but at what they 
thought was votes... But if 
there were those political 
figures who suddenly be- 

came compasionate in the 
wake of Dr. King’s mur- 
der, and if there were those 
business firms and private 
citizens who became emo- 
tionally upset in the good 
old American way, there 
were others who are play- 
ing the murder of Dr. King 
to the depth of their ul- 
terior motives: Said Stoke- 
ley Carmichael, ‘‘Black 
people know that their way 
is not by intellectual dis- 
cussions. They know they 
have to get guns.’’ SaidSan 
Jose State College’s Harry 
Edwards, ‘‘ From now on it 
will be a life for a life.’’ 
Said Dr, King’s succes- 
sor, the Rev, Ralph Aber- 
nathy, ‘‘We ain’t gonna let 
nobody... whether it be 
Lyndon Baines Johnson or 
the Congress of the United 
States... we ain’t gonna let 
nobody turn us around.”’ 
And there was the black 
Stanford student who grab- 
bed a microphone out of 
the hands of the Uni- 
versity’s provost to shout 
demands for ‘racial 
gains.’’... After all of which 
we suggest that racism is 
a two-way street...

Hello Lovey: 

I have been in and got 
out of East Berlin, and I’m 
glad I’m out. The tour left 
from the Kaiser Wilhelm 
church. Half the pas- 
sengers were service men 
and their wives, so there 
was much friendly noise. 
All spoke English, so the 
guide didn’t have to trans- 
late, which seems to take 
much time. 

We arrived at Check 
Point Charley and the guide 
asked us not to take pic- 
tures of Charley or the 
wall. She collected all our 
passports and asked us to 
count our money - Ameri- 
can money, travel checks, 
and German money. The 
East Germans want to know 
how much money you bring 
in, You may spend money 
in East Berlin, but if you 
go back in, you can’t spend 
the change you receive. 
Don’t ask me why. 

The guide wrote down the 
amount of money we had and 
we signed the paper. Then 
she gave us each a number 
and left; an East German 
soldier came on board; ev- 
eryone was quick and polite 
as could be; but that light 
green uniform gave us the 
creeps. 

The soldier had all our 


passports in his hand; he 
went to each person, 
checked names against 
numbers; looked at the 


passport picture, peered 
into each face, gave: back 
the | passport, grunted 
something, and went on to 
the next person. 

While this was going on, 
other East German 
soldiers were checking the 
baggage compartments and 
looking down from a tower 
to the top of the bus. There 
were big mirrors on wheels 
that they roll under 
vehicles to check for some- 
one hiding there. 

I didn’t mind when they 
checked the bus for hidden 

ople, but when that 
soldier looked at my pass- 
port photo and could tell it 
was my face, I got mad. I 
almost told him off, but my 
daughter threw a full nel- 
son on me and put her hand 
over my mouth, so I let 
the fellow go. AnEastGer- 
man guide came on the bus 
and started his speil while 
we went through Charley 
to the East side. 

I have read many things 
about East Berlin, but noth- 
ing prepared me for what 
I saw. I think back on it 
and can’t quite believe it. 
Much reconstruction is go- 
ing on, but it looks as if 
it was started years ago, 
then abandoned, with parts 
of buildings left standing. 

The very few cars, the 
very few people on the 
streets, the buildings - 
everything looked bleak, 
except the huge new TV 
tower ‘‘that will be the sec- 
ond tallest in the world. The 
tallest is in Moscow.’’ I 
guess everyone who has

While we were 
there about two million, 
give or take a few thou- 
sand, Russian soldiers ar- 
rived to view the memorial. 
They piled out of trucks and 
came at us in huge waves. 
They milled around us and 
stared at our service men. 
They didn’t even look at 
the memorial - they looked 
at us, even at me, but I 
think they were admiring 
the sweater my daughter- 
in-law made for me. 

They all seemed short, 
and their sleeves were too 
long, and their garrison 
caps came down over their 
ears, and they were as 
curious. about us as we 
about them. We got in our 
bus and the Russians 
peered through the win- 
dows. I’m sure it was be- 
cause of my greensweater. 
We drove away and they 
climbed into their trucks 
and no one bothered to 
say goodbye; no one waved. 

Germany is beautiful and 
cold at the moment. It 
snowed here the day before 
I arrived - and I have 
clothes for warm Greece. 
Looking down from the 
pee when we flew into 

erlin we saw sucha con- 
trast between West and 
East Germany. The West, 
from the air, looked neat 
and prosperous; the East 
looked run down; fields and 
farm buildings looked ne- 
glected. Maybe it was just 
my imagination. There 
were no cars on the roads, 
and there are many small 
villages. 

I stay here until Thurs- 
day, then go to Greece. 
It will take about five hours 
to fly there. 

I have to stop now; my 
nails need polishing as we 
are going to the officers’ 
club for lunch, Nancy is 
teaching at the moment, 
but has promised to meet 
me for lunch, I still can’t 
believe I’m here. 

I tried to call Albert 
Gray when I was in Frank- 
furt, but by the time I had 
found my luggage, found a 
bank to get some German 
money, found a telephone 
and found the correct 
change, there was no time 
left. I’11 try again on the 
way back.
